merciat possibilities of 'sourdng their own product' to slip into the jargon 
so bek)>ved of the trade. 

The trend towards IxicJgei gn mes was drfficuH to avoid spoiling durmg 
the year. A host o1 rtew labfjini wet^ launched, mosi o( them oofnin>g frofn 
^loblishied 'rnainstream' publishers, and most of ttwm turringi out 
n^ediocre product — alttiougih there were a few bnghi spots on the 
budget i^ori. 

It has been an interastlfig ^ar, endirtq with aark rumours ttu! at toast 
one ol ihe giant corporaiions thai have been ac<5uirim smaller software 
houses (another '86 irervd} i9 pfarnmg to leave the marlkat m TftS?. What- 
ever rumbitrtgs ttite move may cause il' it takes place, the TV, film, booit, 
paraoriBJity and toy tte-irvs \ook set lo continue almost unabated. The 
vfewe on licerce deals expressed by the catxvas team in our feature on 
peNTON oesiois later thts issue are very intereshng. . . . 

But Oh with the apprajsal of 1 966, a year which saw Ihe departure of 
Clive Sinclair from the home computer mart<el, and which produced 
some vintaQe son ware as well a sorr>$ games thai ihave already been 
cast into the murk of the CRASH Tcrwers celi^ir. r>ever to see The light of 
day again . . . £ome m^ght even argue thai they shoukj never have seen 
the li#H of day in the first place. , , 
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The Christmas SpecW for 1985^. 
which is really Ihe January isaue. 
got Ihe year of^ to a good stad for 
NusTERTROHic. who coMectect a

In fad, eljte 
had decided to go for a pladng in 
the upper echelons of the software 
indusi ry dun n g T 9&6 — and during 
the year they released a k)l of very 
strong products, concentrating 
mainly on coin -op conversions, 

The end of ^9B5 saw wkim}- 
ocn's brave attempt at improving 
th-e Spectrum's capabilities wlln 
the iauncii of the Mskro-Pttjs. an 
jnieitace thtf induded a ROf^ . and 
alkmed programmers to write 
larger games for the basic 48K 
nwchine Sadly, the firsl (ar>d only} 
game to appear on the Mikro-Plus 
syuem, Sftadow of tfw Unicom 
wasn't anything ternbly special. A) 
£14,95 it was expensive: retailers, 
however, didn't get to make their 
siandard percentage of the selling 
price — the hardware add-on cost 
over £4,00 to manuiBclure — and 
it wasn't a very atiractive proposf- 
tlon to the trade. The whole con- 
cept, greelad with enthusiasm in 
gome quarHers and as the answer 
to piracy in others {a Mikro-P\iiS 
game coukl onty run with the 
hardware, and each game needed 
its own special interfaceii, lizjled 
out rapidiy. Mkro-oem were left 
with an embarrassingly large 
qfuantity of redundant units, and 
antered 1966 ItCkmg their corpo- 
rate wour>d$- Innovelion doein't 
always pay off . , .

Now It so happens that the way 
tiling are In the synth market, 
there is not much entttusiasm for 
the user creating new sounds. This 
i$ for two reasons Digital synths 
■re nwa awkward to program 
be^se they use nurnbers and 
IkI*: the old 'hands on' feel with 
r«al controls. Tt>e second is that 
U^ synths only have a 1 7 (or so) 
c^racter LCD display in which the 
user has to 'window' at»ut 70 
penpherais to create eac^ sound 
— even more in some cases. What 
is more, some penptierals will 
affect each other, So an interface 
that supports software to edit the 
sound of your synth on screen is 
well worth beanng m mirid 

If you're contused let me take an 
tttanpiti The niost popular Synth 
In the world (,so we are told^ is the 
vjiMuu QX7. This la irideed a 
faberoonte instrument end it 
ooines with two ROM S containing 
64 voices aptece. And you hear 
these rrHjre than any other sounds 
t>ecause DX's are absolute piglets 
to program. To make matters ntore 
tfeptessing, you can only dump 
the voices you have created in two 
ways. One is viia MIDI to a storage 
devtce Of you can invest around 
t60 in a taumk RAM 

SOUND LIBRARiES 

With an interface, software and 
Specmjm the task is actually fun. 
Tt>a XH and nm interfaces wiit 
both support sdit^ and voice- 
dump sonware so your fibrary of 
sounds can be created on screen 
artd Ihenn damped to Microdrive 



or cassette for cheap and easy 
storai^. The same goes for drum 
machines which are often nol too 
easy to program. The CASto range 
of CZ synths sutlers with the san^e 
heartaches and they have even 
I>ss3 storage space available. A 
CASIO editor and vo<ice dump with 
an additional 90 voices is available 
from xni to make life a Irttle t>etler. 
thourgh. T^e casu CZ101 is a 
reasonable biiy at £295. arxJ il has 
the ability lo talk in four voices at 
once as weii as tjeing abie to pro- 
duce some pretty neat sounds. 

It's sad to say that the British 
marttet is sadly thm and sparse 
compared wrth that of America. 
Because of the proliferation of cer- 
tain micros and the greater marhel 
over there, the USA enioys a wide 
vanety of editing software and 
hardware, together with many 
other okever devices and cornpos- 
itionaJ aids. 



TONE MODULES 



One further thought is that if you 
are not parttcuiarly bothered atxwt 
playing from a synth Keytjoard you 
could just buy a tone rriodule. 
Some of these can be program- 
med from Specirums, son»e sim- 
ply can't, or rather ttwre ts not a 
sufficient market lo support ttw 
development cost of the software. 
Most Synth nvanufacturers make 
•xponder mo*jtes. but check to 
turn if the one you want can be

The f^fllDl specifi- 
cations offer a lot more ttian we 
have seen so lar. incdut^ng auto- 
mated detuning and retuntng, 
stereo panning, reverb and echo. 
muHi -tasking from a smgie com- 
mand, fit1erir>g, altering com- 
mands — and IheoreticaUyH all this

GETTING IT DOWN 
ON TAPE — 
A Bozo's Guide. 



Tfte sIkA way to do rt ss to have one 
of the 4-track cassette machines 
which giwe you plenty of scope 10 
overdub However this cou^ be 
beyond the bodgei of a lot of 
people, so the thing to do is to get 
ihe sequencer to take as many 
tracks as the program will allow. 
When it s all edited up and m good 
order, record rt tfredty into your 
cassene Try to avoid recording 
with a microphone at this stage as 
rt will indUH~e more noise, unices of 
course you are singing as well 
Don't unless you are really desper- 
ate, use your data recorder as an 
audio recorder — these usually 
have a frequency response known 
only lo British Telecom phones , 

Go tor the best tape ytxi can 
afford, not o4d data tapes. If your 
machine will take ctirome tapie 
then use them — they have a very 
low lievel of background hiss and 
take a lot ol stiCK m the volume 
department. Always check yoor 
sound levels so thai at its loudest 
your piece |ust about get^ into the 
recording level meter's maKifflum. 
LEO'S ate bettfer than VU meters 
which are a bit slow on the fast, 
loud sounds that often conw from 
computer-generated music, KJaep 
all audio leads away from IranSfor- 
mers, TVs and other sources of 
hum like fndges, microwaves and 
fluorescent lights. Check your 
leads every now and again to 
make sure they are r>ot br^en or 
mutilated. 

All recordings loenefit Irom a lit- 
tle reverb, it gives them a more 
lifelike sound rather than a bone- 



dry hard sound, If you can ttoch up 
a second Spectrum with sampler 
you could use ttw reverb option or 
the second system. Bowaje, rnost 
of them are noisy and don 'I give a 
true reverb eWect. It could be down 
to borrowing a dedicated unit 
whk:h will probatjiy do the fito 
more efficiently and with 1^ 
noise. The real McCoy is a MO- 
tnterf aoed Digital reverb unit which 
caJi be linked up to your sequencer 
and told what to do and when, all 
in real ttnne on playback. 

RZZ, BANG, FRAZZLE 

One ottier point as the Christmas 
tree lights tuse themselves ariid 
yours&lf out of existervce — most 
recording gear and amplifiers can 
survive very nicely thank you on a 
2 amp fuse. Have a look on the 
back of the gear and you will see 
the power marked somewhere in 
watts. Divide this by ttw numtwf of 
vofts on supply and presto. tl>e 
arripefage rating. 

So my synth, which by the way is 
pretty hefty, consurnes 1 10 watts, 
supplied at 240 volts wh>ch means 
that if only uses .4 5 ol an ampere. 
Most 13 amp plugs crwne com- 
plete wrth 1 3 amp fuses, so atxHjkJ 
something go ami^ rt would take 
over ?6 times the fuse rating I 
should have before a 13 amp 
would blow. Get the idea? It's not 
very well protected. (Maithar are 
Sinclair transformers — Ifwy hawe 
no fuse in them at alt! Read your 
UserGuidej. 



SAMPLING — THE 
PROBLEMS SO FAR 



Well there are sevefal. Owing to 
the limrtalions of the sampling 
rate, which m turn is limited by the 
amount ol memory you have lo 
play with, the sampling — the fate 
ai which It listens to ihe sound and 
chops it up into bytes — is sksw by 
the standar<ls laid down by dedi- 
cated samplers. Therefore the 
reproduction can be marred, 
especially at higher frequencies. 
This means that tots ot thought 
Should go into ttie design of the 
internal filtering, chips and thingies 
ihai remove the hiss and smooth 
Ihe sound out. 



As y«i Spearum based 
samplers still suffer with 
background hiss So far, no-one 
has got the Loop' facility quite 
fight. A true 'Loop' should be 
seaml«ss. You should be able to 
hold down the key and ttie sound 
should go on endlessly and 
smoothly. Sadly this is not the 
case, and rt does rather render the 
micro sampler mto the novelty 
category as yet — reducing 
looped choir and string effects into 
a chorus of machine guns. I stress 
as yet' because ttw soft and ^ 
fiardware houses are t>eavenrq ^' 
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away to correct ^tit.

With care, sarnpfers should 
accept a direct <inpu1 from a liAe 
source — the ime out socket from 
a tape or record deck The Music 



Mainline took umibrage at this and 
reproduced a kiud nasty hum 
rather than tfie sound desired — 
the PATEL actually has a separate 
line iriput ctianner. 

TAKING SAMPLES 

After you've giggled yoitr way 
through sanrip^led raspberries. 
flatul&>ce, Frank Brunospeak and 
Mickey Mousespeiak, you m^y get 
more adventurous. All sorts of 
sounds can be used — ai different 
pitches the sourvd changes com- 
pdetefy. Vou could try sarripilnQ 
home-made sounds — t>kwng 
acfoss bcitties, tapping glasses, 
saucepans, tins or slamming 
doors, twanging rubber t>ar)dsand 



so on — ^ or use any rmjstcaJ msifu- 
tnem tftat is lyirvg at»ut Souirid 
effects records can be bomnwed 
from the hxai library and C^ torn 
records can be pressed into ser- 
vice. Here a iihle bit of care is 
needed as it is really better to get 
a note that is one pitch for the 
duration of the sampihi, WMh peti- 
ence st 43 possible to ladiaTe wfe- 
rent instruments and voices, so 
that files ot choirs and orchestral 
souTbds can tM built up. The 
cfieeky approacti is to either sam- 
pte sounds from omther dedi 
cated sampler or to pif»ch one of 
th« audio cassettes that accom- 
pany low budget samplers.

CLEF: Sign at the beginning of the five lines of music 
indicating whether it is high or lov»^ in pitch — in tnjth it 
indicates which line or space is G, F or C. 
ECHO: The definite repetition of sound. 
ENVELOPE: The shape of the sound in volume and ihow 
it changes as the sound continues. 
EQ/GRAPHIC EQ: Short for 'equalization'. A highly 
advanced set of tone controls that can select a small part 
of the audio frequency and boost or cut it as required. 
'Graphic" equaiisefs have alt the sliding controls on tJie 
front ar>d they're the most popular. 
FM: Short for Frequency Modulation — a way of synthesis 
used primarily by y*maha. One wave fofm affects a another 
to create a complex sound. 

LOOP: Repeating all or part of a sampled sound, usually 
without the join being noticed. 

MIDI: Musical Instrument Digital Interface* A universal 
standard for digital communication between digital instru- 
ments and/of computers on many levels. 
MODULATION: Modiiying one sound by adding another 
waveform to it. 

MONO PHONIC: An instrument that can only play one 
note at a time. 

NOTEi One sound defined by a particular pitch and length, 
OVER DUB: A term used in recording. A second or sub- 
sequent recording added on top of an existing one to 
enhance the original. 

PATCH; The settings required by a synthesizer to create 
a particular sound. 

PITCH: The height or depth of a note measured in fre- 
queficy — sometimes related to the footage that would 
produce the same pitch from an organ pipe. 
PITCH BEND: Raising or lowering the pitch of a note, usu- 
ally only by small amounts. Often achieved with a variable 
control on an instrument. 
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POLYPHONIC: Capable of producing several notes and 
pitches simultaneously. 

QUANTIZE: 'Rounding up' — a processor 'listening' to a 
real-time recording, and sorting the timing of the 'lotesto 
the nearest part of a beat — depending on what has been 
pre-selected. 

RAM: Random Access Memory. Usually a cartridge that 
can be reprogrammed by the user for patches or sounds/ 
rhythms and so on. 

REAL-TIME: Recording the events/notes as played. 
REST: A designated penod of silence in the musical part 
measured the same way as the notes. 
REVERB: Short for Revertieration, Gives the same effect 
and ambience that can, for example, be obtained in rooms 
and halls of differing dimensions. 
ROM: Read Only Memory, Usually a cartridge that con- 
tains factory-set sounds or programs. 
SAMPLING: A Means of digitally recording sounds that 
can then be processed and reproduced in a modified fomi, 
becoming a sound source in themselves. 
SCALE: A pre-ordained order of notes that can form the 
basis of a piece of music, 

SEQUENCER: A device that records musical events by 
means of memorising the information required to produce 
each note or event. 

STEP-TIME: A sequence of notes programrried indivkJu- 
ally. 

SYNCHR0NISAT10N (SYNC): Running two or more 
devices interlocked by a common code; eg tape recorder 
and Synth, drum machine and synthesiser. 
TEMPO: The speed of a piece ol music, expressed eittier 
in musical terminology or in specific t>eats per minute. 
TIE: A musical sign that joins two notes of the same pitch 
together producing a longer note. 
TIMBRE: The quality and tone of a particular sound. 
TIM £ SIGNATURE: The numtjer of beats f>er musical bar 
at the note value of each beat. 

VOICE: Another name for any sound tfiat a synthesiser 
can produce.

When the ori^nal IMAGINE bubf>le burst back In 
die stutiincr of *S4 the company's employees 
became redundant overnight. From the ashes 
and confusion rose a pboenix^ DENTON 
DESIGNS, a programmer's co-operative set up by 
Ally Nob!e» Steve Cain, Grahaio 'Kenny ^ 
Everitt, John Gibson and Karen Davies — essen- 
tiaJJy, the team which worked on IMAGlNE^s ill- 
fated * mega -game'. The company produced a 
number of innovative games, including 
Shadowfire and Frankte Goes to Hollywood ^ and 
quickly earned a reputation for original, high 
quality software. 

Early this year the jungle drums of the software 
industry beat out a rumour: the DEMTON DESIGN 
team was breaking up. Apparently, the founder 
members had peeled away from the company to 
pursue their own interests. So what did happen 
to DENTONS? Julian RignalJ travelled to Liver- 
pool to find out what went on, and what's going 
on. . .original programs are getting a bit scarce 
nowadays — Ucences seem to have taken over.
